ARBITRATION SCHEME 


Combines Russian, British and Ameri- 


can Proposals. Text of Russia's 


Original Proposals Regard, 


ing Mediation and 


Arbitration, 


liondon, May SI.—An "imfcor tant ad- 


vance was made yesterday in the direc- 
tion of a scheme of arbitration combin- 
ing the Russian, British and American 
prop9sals. The representatives of these 
nations arrived at an agreement which 
seems to find general acceptance. 
Sir 


Julian Pauncefote conferred yesterday 
afternoon TV ith Mr. Low and Mr. Holla, 
and both the British and American pro- 
posals were examined, with the result 
that the United States will support the 
Paunoefote scheme for a 'permanent 
tribunal. 


Het Vaderland prints the text of th« 


Russian proposals regarding mediation 
andi arbitration. 


Part 1 deals with the desirability ol 


seeking a solution of international dis- 
putes by the mediation of friendly pow- 
ens, and spts forth that such good offices, 
whether sought or proffered, shall bear 
strictly the character of friendly coun- 
sel ahd in no way of compulsory force. 


Part 2 deals with international arbi- 


tration, which it declares "the most ef- 
ficacious* and equitable means of settling 
questions regarding {he international 
application of treaties;" The contract- 
ing: power, therefore, 'should undertake 
to seek arbitration in' such cases, so far 
as these affect neither vital interests nor 
the national honor of the parties in dis- 
pute. Then, after setting forth that each 
state remains the sole judge of what 
cases are so to be submitted1 to arbitra- 
tion, it is suggested that a large number 
of cases, such as questions of pecuniary 
damage and disagreements in the ap- 
plication of treaties or conventions af- 
fecting commercial, postal, navigation, 
currency, sanitary and copyright mat- 
ters and the like not affecting vital in- 
terests or national honor, are those '|n 
which arbitration should* 'toe obligatory. 
In all other cases, gays' the Russian 
scheme, arbitration, though recommend- 
ed .by-the present act,atatn only b&applied 
on the spontaneous Initiative of one of 
the parties In dispute and with the ex- 
press consent of ttie other parties." 


The clocing clause provides as fol- 


lows: "With a view of facilitating re- 
course to arbitration, the signatory pow- 
ers agree to formulate a common ar- 
rangement for ;the employment of inter- 
national arbitration and for the funda- 
mental principles to b'e observed in draw- 
ing up rules of procedure to bs followed 
pending hiqujry into the dispute and the 
pronouncement of the arbitrators' de- 
ciston. The application of these princi- 
ple* and procedure may be modified in 
virtue of «p»cial arrangements' between 
th» states which may have recourse to 
arbitration," 


Part 3 'deals with an international 


commission of inquiry. It provides as 
follows; "In cases of divergence caus- 
ing internWWh*,! litigation on local cir- 
cutnatances, which cannot be settled by 
ordinary diplomatic means, but do not 
involve hoaorcor vital interests, the gov- 
ernments interestedafcree to institute an 
international ^omrnlasion of inquiry to 
investigate impartially all questions of 
fact. Each government interested shall 
appoint two members otihe commission. 
These four shall appoint two members 
of the commission. Those four shall 
choose a fifth, who- shall be president of 
the commission. If the votes are di- 
vided, as to this, an appeal shall he made 
to another government or to a third 
parly to appoint a president. 


"After thfe investigation the commis- 


sion shall submit a report, signed by all 
the members, to the governments inter* 
ested. The report shall in no wise have 
tho character of an arbitration judg- 
ment, but shall leave the conflicting 
parties at fulf-llberty either to conclude 
a friendly arrangement on the bast* of 
said report, or to have recourse to arbi- 
tration toy concluding am agreement ad 
hoc, or else by resorting to active meas- 
ures allowable in the mutual relations 
between nations."

The Russian proposals are followed by 


a code of arbitration indicating proced- 
ure on these Hues: "Th« states inter- 
ested that have" accepted arbitration 
shall sign a special act of •compromise, 
dearly setting'forth the questions to be 
arbitrated and tti* full facts connected 
therewith. The compromise thus con- 
cluded may provide for arbitration upon 
the whole matter in dispute OK upon 
points categorically determined. 


"The governments interested may en- 


trust the functions of arbitration either 
to a sovereign third power or to a 
tribunal of JfbitraUon, Such tribunal 
shall be selected1 hi tlie same manner as 
f omtnlssione' of inquiry; and, If difficulty 
arises J* choostn* the fifth arbitrator as 
president, the ottitr powers shall be 
alike* by common ceftsent to appoint ft

service rules, which release from the 
operation of the crvil service ru'es about 
4000 offices, were signed and announced 
Monday. They are not self-explanatory, 
and a little analysis will be needed to 
make them intelligible to the general 
reader. 
The tale against removals 


without charges is stated and an oppor- 
tunity to defend is enlarged so as to give 
the accused "a reasonable time for per- 
sonally answering the same in writing." 
A copy of the reasons for removal, the 
notice and answer, and oof the order of 
removal, shall ba made a part of the 
records of the proper department or 
office; and "the reasons for any change in 
rank or Compensation within the com- 
petitive classified s«rvice shall also be 
made a part of the records of the proper 
department or office." This amendment 
will enable any person, removed or de- 
graded to publish for his own vindica- 
tion, if he desires, the reasons assigned 
for the change. 


Rule three is changed EO as to make 


the officers exempted from examination 
liable -to punishment who wilfully vio- 
late any of the provisions of the civil 
service act or rules; or useat his official 
authority or influence- to interfere with 
or control an election;: or who does any- 
thing toward procuring the dismissal or 
change of rank or pay of any other civil 
servant because of political or religious 
grounds. 


The non-competitive examination list 


i« extended to Include person* whom, the 
head of an executive department or the 
secretary of the Smithsonian, institution 
shall nominate fpj*appointment to a posi- 
tion in the classified service: hut the ap- 
pointing officer ,must certify, that the 
position requires such peculiar qualifi- 
cations as are not ordinarily required in 
the executive service. 


If the president approves, the civil 


service commission shall grant a cer- 
tificate on such evidence as may be sat- 
isfactory to it, that .the person so-norn- 
inated is eligible. No person so appoint- 
ed shall be transferred to any other kind 
of position in the classified seryice or as- 
signed to other duties. 


Exemption from any form of examina- 


tion or registration—the out and out 
"free list" in shprt-^ls^extendeil to in- 
clude one private " secretary or confi- 
dential clerk to each "of t;he* .assistant 
heads of the eight executive' depart- 
ments, to the several bureau ghiets, each 
collector of customs in a district collect- 
Ing $500,000 a year, the appraisers at the 
ports of Boston,-New York ind Phila- 
delphia, each Bupefii$e~n<le"nf of a mint 
or assay office, each ^paymaster in actual 
service, each district attorney, each as- 
sistant attorney general, and each post- 
master whose office receives 1350,000 a 
year

Fontneau Coiiunitted Suicide Because 


He Thought Wife Was Dead. 


Left Letter Expressing Sor- 


row For His Crime. 


Chances of Woman's Recovery Improved by the 


Death ol Her Husband. 


TURNING OVER ARMS, 


Cuban Privates Are No.w Hustling to 


Get Their Share of Money. 


Many Who Were Not Enrolled

Havana, May 30.—Yesterday's events 


in connection with the payment of the 
Cuban tioops entitled to apply here for a 
share in the American gratuity have 
eft octually killed of£ the opposition to the 
receipt of the bounty by privates. Three 
hundred nVivates.arriveiJ during the day 
to apply for payment, but though Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Randall kept his office 
open from 10 a. m. to 5 p. ni. only lJ2.could 
be paid during that Interval, as each man 
took UP several minutes.

Many who brought arms were not on 


the roils at all. Ninety-nine rifles were 
surrendered, most of the applicants de- 
clining to take any chances in turning 
the weapons over to the mayor of Ha- 
vana, evidently believing it would be 
better to give them, direct to the Ameri- 
cans. 


All day it was virtually impossible to 


gf>t through the front door of the office 
unless the sentry cleared the way. The 
Cuban officers, who on the first day tried 
to discourage any who were disposed to 
apply, finding now that the tide of feel- 
ing has turned, are offering all the as- 
sistance possible to Colonel Randall. 


This morning the pay car left, carrying 


money, Colonel Randall, his escort, a 
physician andi the paymasters. 


One thousand posters were sent yes- 


terday afternoon, into the province of 
Pinar del Rio to announce the places and 
dates of payment. 


'Attlefooro, Mass., May 30.—Hunted 


through swamp and forest, Will Font- 
neau, who attempted to murder his wife 
on Friday morning, late yesterday after- 
noon was cornered in the attic of his old 
home on the Newell place? and in his 
desperation he killed himself. He used 
the same revolver that he used upon his 
wife and ene shot was enougB.

Fontneau left a farewell letter. It was 


written on a. pasteboard candy box. He 
said he was sorry for shooting Georgie; 
that he pulled his pistol too quickly and 
after pulling it he could not stop himself 
He expressed a desire to be buried beside 
his wife, and said tlie funeral expenses of 
both could "be paid from the money he 
was insured for in Penmngton Lodge of 
the Workmen.

the suicide. She Wept bitterly, and be- 
tween her sobs,§.aid: "I'll forgive hire 
for all the injury he has ever 4ona tc 
me." She repeated this several times.

The place where Fontneau killed him-

The home of Fdntneau lies about hall 


a mile away from that of his wife's'par- 
ents, whither he went early Friday morn- 
ing to call "Georgie" from her bed to 
reproach her fl ith the fantasmas called 
up by his jealousy-crazed forain, and to 
make an attempt upon her life when she 
refused to resume her marital relations 
ivith him. For hours she '/iy apparently 
lifeless on the kitchen floor, while Font- 
neau had every opportunity to-get a start 
of several hours upon his pursuers. But 
some fascination held him near the scene 
until pursuit became so hot that escape 
waa no longer possible, for the entirt 
country around had allied itself with the 
man hunters.

Bar on American Beef Removed.

Fall River's Smallpox Case*. 


Fall River, Mass., May 30 —Four new 


case's of smallpox were dtefnvcred yes- 
terday iti a family named Cyr, living or, 
Undsey street. While their condition is 
not serious, the authorities are disturbed 
at'the spread of the scourge. All the em- 
ployes iti the mills in the northern end 
of -the city have been ordered to be vac- 
cinated, and doctors are 'busy. Seven 
houses Save been closed, and it is prob- 
able that others will b'e in a few days. 
Thsre' aTe iliow eight severe cases on 
record, and 17 persons who have been 
.affected. In quarantine at present are 
105 person's.'

America and Italy Present Amendments to thi 


Scheme Proposed by Russia. 


The Hague, May 30.—The drafting 


committee, or sub-committee of the 
arbitration committee, met yesterday 
and discussed the Russian scheme, 
adopting, with slight modifications, the 
first six articles. 


Count Nigra, chief of the Italian del- 


egation, submitted a proposal of media- 
tion and arbitration, consisting of sis 
articles, in the form of an amendment 
to the Russian project. 


The Americans also submitted 
an 


amendment, demanding that, in the 
event of a dispute between two nations, 
each should choose another nation to 
act as arbitrator to settle the difference 
without bloodshed. 
This must not be 


confounded with the proposal for a per- 
manent arbitration tribunal, which the 
Americans will introduce during the 
week. 


The Italian proposal Includes a clause 


providing that mediation and arbitra- 
tion shall not stop mobilizations or prep- 
arations for war. 
Neither the Amer- 


ican nor the Italian amendment has 
been discussed. 


The naval and military sections of the 


disarmament committee both met yes- 
terday and exchanged ideas in a desul- 
tory manner. 
The impression gains 


ground that the outcome of this com- 
mittee will be-practically nil. 


Queen Wilhelmma has sent a kind 


message of appreciation and sympathy 
to those American women who have 
taken part in the great international [ 
demonstration of the wonven of the world 
in favor of the work of the conference.

CANADA'S brifcED

Said to Have Made No Propositions Relative M 


Obtaining Alaskan Territory. 


Ottawa, May 30.— A dispatch whlek 


appears from Washington purports to 
give the United States side of the trouble 
over the Alaskan boundary question. 
It says that after the conference ad- 
journed both governments took up this 
matter with a vi»w to settlement, and 
thus removing It from the path of other 
Important issues involved. 
In this 


dispatch it states that a decision was 
about to be reached to refer the matter 
to a separate tribunal for arbitration, 
whon Canada put forward the extra- 
ordinary condition that in any event 
Canada should have Pyramid harbor 
and a strip of territory on the Lynn 
canal, without any reference to the gen- 
eral conclusions arrived at by the tri- 
bunal of arbitration. 


It is learned on good authority that 


Canada proposed no such conditions. 
When it was discussed to leave the ques- 
tion to arbitration, Canada agreed to 
submitting the whole matter to such a 
tribunal, without imposing any condi- 
tions as to territory. Th« »ress eorre- 
spendent is evidently mixing up thet 
question now with what was under con» 
sideration before the conference and 
when the principle of give and take was 
discussed. At all events, Canada never 
proposed the conditions mentioned 1C 
the matter w n t to arbitration.

Flans ana Purposes of it New Settle- 


ment on Rivltutond Hill, N. Y. 


A colony ia being formed on Stnten 


lalnnd by the School of Psychic Phi- 
losophy organized ID the spring of 1898. 
A tract of 150 acres in Meisner avenue, 
near the village of Richmond, has re- 
cently been bought, and preparations 
are being made for tbe erection of a 
houea of worship and many small cot- 
tages. The site is on Richmond hill, 
and it commands a fine view of the 
lower bay. A great part of the property 
is wooded, and the clearing away proc- 
ess has been begun. 


The object of the school, as stated in

Flacky Mr*. Larimer WB> the Hero- 


ine of no BxciUiijc Adventure With 
the Bloodthirsty Sioux In Wyoming 
Territory In 1804. 
While in Washington one day I saw 


come out cf the department of justice a 
woman of attractive appearance. As 
the paused a moment on the step and 
looked with blight, obsarvnnt eyes over 
at the White House and along Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, she presented a picture 
of comfortable, placid middle age. One 
of the attorneys from the Indian depre- 
dation claims department accompanied 
her to the door, and after she bade him 
goodby he said • 


"That woman is Mra. Sarah L. Lari- 


mer of Nebrasl^i, and she is making her 
yearly visit to Washington. When nt 
the capital, sue always calls on her 
friends in tbe department of justice. 
The files of Indian depredation claims 
contain no mose romantic and thrilling 
incidents tban these which relate the 
early life of Mrs. Larimer 
Those who 


meet her now as a woman of the present 
day, quite abreast of the times in which 
she lives, interested in all public ques- 
tions and full of kindly sympathies, can 
scarcely realize that in her youth she 
was the heroine of a regular 'dime 
novel' story of the plains. 


"In 1864 Lieutenant Larimer, who 


had just been honorably discharged 
from the Union army, left his home ia 
Kansas, accompanied by his young wife 
and little child, to cross the plains for 
the restoration of his health, which had 
given out through hard service in the 
war. 
They were in company with sev- 


eral other travelers and had with them 
valuable personal belongings, consist- 
ing of several wagons and horses, ex- 
pensive clothing, family jewels, a com- 
plete, photographic outfit and nearly 
$4,000 in money. When in Wyoming 
territory, they were surprised by a band 
of Sioux Indians, who murdered three 
of the party, wounded two, Lieutenant 
Larimer being one of the wonnded, and 
captured Mrs. Larimer and her child. 
The Indians took the woman and child 
to their camp, about 70 miles from 
tbe spot where they had attacked the 
travelers. 


"A day or two after the attack news 


came to tbe Eleventh cavalry, stationed 
at Fcrt Laramie, Wy., that the Sioux 
had attacked travelers on the emigrant 
road arid bad carried Mrs. Larimer and 
her child into captivity. Lieutenant 
Larimer had been found, nearly dead 
from arrow wounds and distracted at 
the fate which had befallen his wife 
and baby. The officers of the Eleventh 
immediately moved part of their com- 
mand up the Platte river and obtained 
further information as to where the 
raid had taken place. They were about 
to move against the Indians with a 
force of two companies when Mrs. 
Larimer came crawling into camp, car- 
rying her child in her arms. Their con- 
dition was deplorable. She and the child 
were nearly famished. As soon as Mrs. 
Larimer was able she gave a detailed 
account of the position of the Indiana, 
their plans and movements, their de- 
signs against the command which they 
knew would be moving against them, 
their numbers and the ambuscades 
which they had prepared. Her informa- 
tion was so valuable that the officers 
were able to thwart tbe designs of the 
Indians, not only against the pursuing 
troops, but against exposed points and 
trains that were on the emigrant road. 


"The officers found the information 


Mrs. Larimer gave as to the position 
and movements of tbe Indians'to be ex- 
actly as she bad said and marveled at 
the powers of observation and clearness 
of memory which bad endured through 
the hours of torture she had gone 
through.' The accuracy of her state- 
ments was particularly verified by the 
fact that one of the lieutenants and a 
few of hia men, who had disobeyed or- 
ders and followed a trail apart from the 
command, fell into an ambuscade de- 
scribed by Mrs. Larimer and were 
killed. 


"Mrs. Larimer was never qnite clear 


as to how many hours she had passed 
with the Indians. From the moment of 
captivity, when they had started off 
witb^er child and herself in their train, 
she had concentrated every faculty on 
watching for an opportunity of escape. 
She had seen her husband struck down 
by arrows, killed, as she supposed; had 
seen the wagons fired and her friends 
killed and wounded. She had read of 
the tortures inflicted by Indians upon 
women captives, never imagining that 
one day she would be their wretched 
victim. She was determined, if possi- 
ble, to get herself and child away from 
their clutches and die in some other 
way than by their tortures. She had 
always been a girl of fearless disposi- 
tion, qnick in her movements and very 
observant She pretended to be bodily 
in a languid and almost immovable 
state. After hour's of waiting and 
watching their dances and listening to 
their plans for further depredations, 
when they had ceased to observe her, 
she found a chance to slip away beyond 
the fires into the dark bush. For hours 
and hours, through two days and 
nights, she straggled on, faint, nearly 
dead, until she fell exhausted in the 
camp of the cavalry. 


"It was a happy time, of course, 


when she found her young husband 
alive. All they had in the world was 
gone, but after the horrors of their ex- 
perience had passed away a little and 
aealth was in a measure restored they 
started out afresh. Mrs. Larimer has 
always been the business manager of 
the firm. Her husband never had his 
health completely restored."—Philadel- 
phia Times.

Secretary Wilton Sees a Great Fu- 


ture For Tliat Industry. 


Secretary Wilson of the agricultural 


department has juat returned to Wash- 
ington from his tour through the south, 
made at the request of the president, 
who wished a persona,! inspection of the 
conditions of the agricultural and other 
industries of the southern states. Mr. 
Wilson says * condition cf great pros- 
perity was evident at all the points he 
visited. 
, • 


Tho encouragement given by the 


Dingley tariff law has bad a marked 
effect upon some of the industries, es- 
pecially rice,, whjch is being grown in 
such quantities us to give promise of 
entirely supplying the demands cf the 
country in the near future. As a result 
of Ills observations the secretary be- 
lieves that there is every inducement 
for the investment of capjtal in the 
beet sugar industry in nearly all the 
southern states. Good results have also 
been obtained from tlie experiments 
wiih tea cultivation; in the south. 


"It is only a question of time," said 


Secretary Wilson, "when the south will 
produce all the tea the people in the 
United States want. This department 
proposes to push experimentations along 
that line. We intend to establish a tea 
farm in every southern state as soon as 
that can be done intelligently. We 
propose to get the finest varieties of tea 
to be found in the orient and to have 
the planting done where growth can 
be forced through irrigation so as to get 
plenty of tender shoots. 


"The young people of the south can 


earn enough to clothe and board them- 
selves dnnng the school period tby pick- 
ing tea. Mr. Shepard of Snmmerville, 
S. C., bas 50 acres "cultivated a~s a tea 
farm, He told his colored neighbors 
that he would build them, a schoolhouse 
and provide a teacher for their children 
free of cost if they would agree, to let 
the children pick tea"' leaves for him 
twice a week at a -reasonable rate of 
wages for their time. The children are 
getting their education and are earn- 
ing enough to maintain themselves. 


"I am in favor-of that kind of child 


labor, though I emphatically oppose 
placing young children in a factory, 
where they could not secure an educa- 
tion. I do not think a child will ever 
be of any value to himself or his coun- 
try who ia brought up in utter idleness 
until the fourteenth year of age is 
reached. He must learn .to do chores, 
assume responsibilities, and be one of 
the bread winners of the family." 


PUBLIC DOMAIN. 


Hew P&M«»lon» Bav«- Largely IB- 


creased Its Area. 


The acquisition "of new colonies has 


resulted in a notable increase in the 
area of the public domain, ^he total 
amount of land owned by the United 
States government, including Alaska, 
Porto Rico, Hawaii, etc., is estimated 
by Professor Max West 'of the govern- 
ment division of -statistics, at 1,000,- 
000,000 acres. There are within the 
limits of the United States, exclusive 
of Alaska and the new island posses- 
sions, nearly 578, 955^000 'acres of va- 
cant government land, besides 145,122,- 
000 acres in Indian reservations, forest 
reserves, national parks, reservoir sites 
and military reservations or for some 
other reason reserved ,for settlement. 
At the present rate of disposal to set- 
tlers the vacant Janets 'in the 'United 
States will last about a century. It is 
estimated that the .total amount of land 
granted in aid of railroad construction 
amounts to 156,988/468 acres. Much of 
the government land in tbe United 
States is arid and unsuitable for pur- 
poses of agriculture. Brit "of "this desert 
region the geological survey- .estimates 
that 100,000,OQO. sores could be re- 
claimed and niaderexceedingly produc- 
tive by the nee of the perennial streams 
for irrigation. 
- The government lands Tn Hawaii, 
formerly classed as crown lands, amount 
to 1,773,640 acres and have an 'esti- 
mated value of |5, 581,000. The lands 
are at present under. lease for planta- 
tion purposes and yield f 100, 000 a 
year. One of the questions for congreae 
to settle next winter will be' the dispo- 
sition of the crown landfr and the in- 
come from them.

The Talbot will be put in condi- 
tion for the tests at once and then taken 
to New York, where the experiments 
will take place. Twelve months will be 
consumed in conducting practical trials 
with different burners and the several 
systems recommended to the depart- 
ment. Lieutenant J. C. Leonard will be 
assigned to the command of the Talbot 
snd will conduct the tests.

From (to Policy of Expansion 


Boston. May 31.—Boston took General 


"Joe" 
"Wheeler—he wrote it that way 


himself—to its bosom yesterday. 
He 


was given an ovation at the Boston 
theatre, which Senator Smith declared 
was the most enthusiastic ever accord- 
ed, within his recollection, to any visitor 
from any distant state or country. 


He read the Memorial day bration for 


the Edward W. Kinsley pest, No. 113. G. 
A. R., before an audience which crowded 
every available bit of standing or seat- 
ing room in the largest theatre in the 
Hub. 


He was banqueted at Toung'a, where 


he defended the president's foreign pol- 
icy, and where the department com- 
mander of the G. A. R.. of the state re- 
pudiated a recant declaration that a, 
"mistake" had been made in inviting a 


! former Confederate to utter the eulogy 


over the dead soldiers of the Union 
cause. 
He was cheered when pointed 


out as a. fitting man for second place on 
the next presidential ticket with Will- 
lam McKinley. 


The Confederate hero sang "The Red, 


White, and Blue,' and the TTnion vet- 
erans applauded "Dixie" and united 
their voices in "Maryland, My Mary- 
land." 
Then, his hands clasped in those 


of "Ms dearest foes," Confederate joined 
with Federal in "Auld Lang Syne," and, 
hands on shoulders, circled the hall to 
the tune of "There's One Wide River to 
Cross." 


In his address at the Boston theatre 


General Wheeler said: 


"It is a great pleasure to meet you 


here today, my fellow countrymen. 
I 


am glad to be in this Athens of New 
England, made famous by the brilliant 
minds of her noble sons, and in the 
state renowned for' the landing of its 
Pilgrim pioneers. 


"It is a matter of history th.at the 


proud old commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts furnished mofe soldiers 
in the 


Revolution than anjrof the'other states. 
In 1775 the Massachusetts soldiers com- 
prised almost one-half of the entire 
Continental army. 
In the War of 1812 


and in the Mexican, war you furnished 
your full quota, andj in the great war 
of 1861-65 Massachusetts furnished more 
soldiers than any state except the large 
and populous states of New Tork, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois, Ohia'and Indiana. It 
was my proud privilege to have under 
my command, in the late Spanisli war 
your gallant Ninth Massachusetts regi- 
~ment and to hear the guns of the Sec- 
ond Massachusetts in their brilliant vic- 
tory at El Caney. It was here in Mas- 
sachusetts that the glorious morning of 
freedom dawned upon America, and the 
rosters in your archives are full to over- 
flowing with distinguished 
names 
of 


your sons, famous in all ranks of life. 


"I remember your pioneer scholar, 


John Harvard, the founder of the re- 
nowned university that bears his name. 
James Otis, the orator, whose burning 
eloquence made him, as Adams said, the 
progenitor of American independence. 


"He lived to see liberty won—though 


not long enough to see the young re- 
public equipped and started on its career 
of glory. 
I remember Captain Isaac 


Davis ,and Private Hosmer, whose lives 
were liberty's first sacrifice; your states- 
men, 
the Adamses of three generations, 


Quincy and Hancock, and the patriot, 
Warren; your poets, Longfellow and 
Whittler. Dearest to the hearts of the 
whole country is the memory of that 
greatest of American patriots and 
statesmen, Daniel Webster. 


"Tnis Memorial day of 1S59 possesses 


interest which has not been felt in any 
preceding anniversary. Today through- 
out our land new graves are being cov- 
ered with flowers—graves of sons , of 
every state, who have fallen in battle 
since the celebration of a year ago. 


"The dead warriors who fell side by 


side at Las Guasimas, San Juan and El 
Caney, men from the north and south, 
among them some of your brave boys 
from the Second Massachusetts, were 
buried together in ther great national 
cemetery at Aldington, _ while a brave 
Federal officer, who took^ pa_rt.in the 
Civil war, and now the chief'executive 
of the nation, by his presence, conferred 
honor upon their funeral obsequies.' „ 


"No honor is to great .to .be. paid, to 


the memory of the] American .soldier. 
His prowess has won the'adrnlratloB'Of 
the world, and history's page'will'hold 
no higher record for chivalry and cour- 
age than that which tells his wtjrth. 


"In the,character of every soldiet "who 


laid down ^jis life there was some dis- 
tinctive merit, and in ever'y 'battle death 
had'a'special grandeur, and^to each wo 
should a«ipfd~hls(speclal mee'd'orhcmor. 
Seldom is'it that the soldiers who fall 
' are approaching declining years.. They 
are usually, young 'men, strong in the 
first flush' of manhood, standing on the 
threshold of vigorous^- hopeful, useful 
careers; men to whom life In sweet and 
home dear, and who have .looked for- 
ward to the peaceful triumphs of life. 
But duty called them, and they were the 
first to obey the summons. 
Vocations 


were abandoned, previous interests were 
sacrificed, and sad partings were en- 
dured. 


"It is the graves of such men we cover 


with flowers upon Memorial day. 
It 


Is good to cherish their memories, and 
from the graves of iucft will spring 


emotions common to UB ali, creating In 
our hearts a closer brotherhood and & 
purer and more abiding love of country. 


"The enjoyment of peace is a blessed 


boon to humanity, but the history of 
the world from 
Ita earliest periods 


teaches that the only, security for peace 
is to be always prepared to <ma*age in 
war. That nation whose people ai e ready 
to respond to a call to arms with men and 
resources for any emergency is the one 
that shall most certainly be able to avoid 
the desolation and horrors of war. This 
l» why the country takes pride In the 
martial spirit of its people, which Is the 
greatest, In fact the only bsrrJer, against 
aggression.

miseries and suffering, > et it is not with- 


1 out Its compensating features. One ef- 
' feet of war is to call into action, in all 


their strength and breadth, the energies 
and resources of a people, and, though 
at the close of such a struggle the coun- 
try seems prostrated, the latent influ- 
ences that were evoked render the work 
of rehabilitation easy. 


"A great-war also demonstrates to the 


world the resources of a nation, and 
after it is over greatly assists in the 
enlargement of its commercial relations, 
and in its material progiess and pros- 
perity. 


"The rapidity with which England 


.emerged from this condition of 'debt, 
dissatisfaction and despondency,' is an 
interesting chapter of history. 
Her 


commerce followed the flag borne by 
her navy into all the corners of the earth. 
Her manufacturing industries attained 
a prosperity never dreamect of, and in a 
few years England became the wealth- 
iest country on earth, the mistress of the 
sea and the pride and glory of the world. 


"This certainly suggests an idea which 


is of interest to every thinking Ameri- 
can. 


"In the progress of civilization the 


constant rapid creations of new condi- 
tions are met by inventions, discoveries 
and further'development of existing re- 
sources, and these new elements have 
always arisen co-equal with require- 
ments which are from time to time 
evolved. 


"It seems to me that instead of brood- 


Ing over the possibilities of the evil which 
may arise fiom the extension of Ameri- 
can influence and power, it would be well 
to consider the possible benefits which 
may come to us. The possession of 
depots protected by our flag upon the 
borders of countries containing from 
500,000,000 to 700,000,000 people will give 
us an advantage which would enable 
us to meet the condition which, as an 
industrial and progressive people, Is con- 
fronting us. 


"Our pacific ports,-are face to face with 


the ports which would connect us with 
these people, and with the completion of 
the Nicaraguan canal our Atlantic and 
gulf cities will be more accessible to 
these new markets than are the ports of 
any rival nation. The advantages that 
are thus presented to us are similar to 
those for which European nations have 
struggled for centuries. 


"There is another-thought. It is very 


certain that wherever the influence of 
the American government has been felt 
the highest type of civilization has re- 
sulted. We must remember that our 
flag is the only standard on earth un- 
der which there exists the untrammeled 
right of man to worship God according 
to his own chosen forms and according 
to the dictates of his own conscience. 


"Under our sj stem of government the 


president is the-commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy) and, when the coun- 
try becomes involved in war, the weight 
of the burden necessarily resting upon 
him is too great to be expressed in words. 


Manila, May 31.—Memorial day was 


celeb:ated at 
Battery Knoll, whera 


Scott's guns were planted against the 
Filipino trenches in the first day's fight- 
ins at Manila. Nearly SCO soldiers lie 
buried there on a bleak mound, s«r- 
rounc!f>a by rice fields, rough boards 
marking the graves, which are ranged 
in five unbroken rov.'s. 


The lew soldisrs who coulfl be spared 


from the trenches came to Battery Knoll, 
fiustj and bronzed, bearing flowers with 
vhieh to strew their comrades' graves. | 
A silk Hag was p'aced above each mound. 


The day was, as mild as a New Eng- 


land spring day, when ju%t before sunset 
a few hundred Americans gathered in a 
circle around Battery Knoll in blue and 
brown unifoi ms. 


Bro\\n-fac&d natives peered curiously 


at the unwonted spectacle from points 
near by. The guns of the monitor 
Alonadnock, 
bombarding .Paranaque, 


boomed a significant reminder of the 
nearness of war. Just as Che Sixth ar- 
tillery band began a dirge the thunder 
of the Monadnock's guns ceased, whi.e 
taps sounded from the bugle. 


Colonel Denby presided at the exer- 


cises. He spoke briefly of the peculiar 
solemnity of the day at Manila. 
The 


chaplain of the British cruiser Powerful 
made an invocation. Ohaplam Pisrce of 
the Twenty-third infantry and Chaplain 
Cressy of the Minnesota volunteers de- 
livered orations, and the soldiers sang 
appropriate hymns. 


After taps had been sounded, soMiers 


took the flags from the graves to send 
to relatives of the dead. 


Similar services were held over the 


dead in the Paco cemetery. Colonel 
Denby was the orator on this occasion. 
The graves were Decorated with a vast 
quantity of magnificent flowers. 


High mass for the dead of the Homan 


Catholic communion was celebrated at 
the Paco cemetery. Orations were De- 
livered by Fathers McKinnon and Mc- 
Quade and Chaplain Stevenson of the 
Idaho regiment, a Methodist, and Peter 
McQueen, a Congregational clergyman 
of Boston. 


Most of the business places in Manila 


were closed in honor of the day. 
Tl s 


American and many foreign flags were 
displayed at half-mast. The graves cf 
soldiers and sailors buried at Cavite and 
lloilo were also decorated. 


General Otis and staff, Captain Barker, 


in temporary comjjaand of the squadron, 
and the members of the United States 
Philippine commission attended the ser- 
vices. 


The cruiser Boston will soon sail for 


the United States with Captain Barker 
temporarily in command of the Asiatic 
squadron, and the deparJure of that of- 
ficer will leave Captain F. Wilde, now in 
command of the Boston, in supreme con- 
trol until the arrival of Rear Admiral 
Watson. 


Captain Wren has organized a com- 


pany of 100 Macabebes as scouts. They 
weaf United States army shirts and 
trousers, and are under Wren's persontSI 
command. 


"When war conies upon us, the surest 


possi'ble way to bring it to a prompt and 
honorable termination is to keep the 
world assured that every effort, mental 
and physical, and every resource of our 
people are unalterably united and will 
be irresistibly exerted to maintain the 
safety, prestige and honor of the country. 
Patriotic devotion can be exercised by 
volunteering to serve in the field, but it 
may also be most profitably exerted jn 
encouraging confidence'among our peo- 
ple at home- Certainly no good and only 
evil can come from words and acts which 


j tell rival nations that even a portion of 


our people, however few. are not in full | 
sympathy with our government, or, 
what is worse, that any Americans act- 
ually do sympathize^ with our country's 
enemies.- Such a course cannot fail to 
weaken confidence and embarrass the 
executive power. Those who insist that 
the power of the United States is so great 
that it must always triumph will admit 
that difficulties or obstacles created by 
some of our own people will have the 
effect of retarding, at least in some de- 
gree, the prompt and happy restoration 
to perfect and lasting peace. 


"I am one of those who firmly believe 


that whatever is is right, and I cannot 
doubt but that when conditions are 
thrust upon a country by a course of 
events following a well-judged and 
righteous action on the part of the peo- 
ple and the government, the conse- 
quences could not be other than bene- 
ficial not only to the people of our own 
country, but to the world-at large. 


"There Is one sentiment which should 


be impressed.on every mind and instilled 
into every heart: 'My country, may she 
always be right, but, right or wrong, mjr 
country." "

Rain 
1* Rust Corns Soon to Relieve the ' e son 


From a Partial Failure. 


Boston, May 31.—Clear to partly cloudy 


weather -has prevailed during the past 
week, with variable temperature. The 
week opened somewhat cool, with light 
to heavy frosts in the more exposed lo- 
calities on the 23d and 24th. The tem- 
perature acquired an upward tendency 
on the 25th, and the 26th and 27lh were 
warm days, with maxima of 75 degrees 
to slightly above 80 degrees. 


The precipitation continues very de- 


ficient. Very light, scattering showers 
occurred on the 23d and sprinkles on the 
28th In no section has the rainfall been 
sufficient for present needs, and the week 
has been absolutely fair in many por- 
tions "of the district. 


The general situation is a matter ol 


serious concern at the present time, and 
unless relief come? soon from the pre- 
vailing drought the season will be at 
the best a partial failure. While the 
weather' is all that could be desired for 
planting it is extremely unfavorable foi 
germination and growth. There is not 
enough moisture for sprouting small 
seeds. Nothing grows well, except may- 
bo garden truck, and in fact nearly every 
ciop is at a standstill awaiting a good, 
soaking rain. Farmers are, with reason, 
feeling rather depressed over the out- 
look. Ravages by the caterpillar con- 
tinue to be reported locally. 


The prospect for a good hap crop is 


seriously affected by the protracted dry 
spell. It will soon be too late for propei 
growth of grass, and the opinion is ad- 
vanced tbit the crop cannot now fully 
recover even if future conditions should 
be favorable. In portions of the north 
where the drought has not yet struch 
severely, the crop is considered to have 
an excellent start, but such reports are 
not general. From nearly every section 
comes the request for rain. Pasturage 
is failing rapidly, and stock is being fed 
from the barn extensively. 


Rye is heading in the south, and thf 


general outlook for grain continues prom- 
ising. 
Oats are not making as much 


headway as could be desired, and corn is 
in a backward state. Considerable corn 
has been planted during the week in the 
northern section, although many farm- 
erg are awaiting more favorable weath- 
er. In the south the soil is entirely too 
dry and cold for corn; it is coming up 
unevenly, looks yellow, and much re- 
planting has become necessary. 


Correspondents are almost unanimous 


in their reports concerning'fruit, and it 
is quite safe to predict that" the apple 
crop will be light. This is especially true 
of the late varieties, while the early 
kinds have a fair prospect for a mod- ; 
orate yield. All other fruits are gen- ' 
erally in excellent shape. In the north 
there is a full bloom. In the south cher- 
ries and plums are setting freely, and an 
immense bloom of the quince fruit is re- 
ported. A rather curious circumstance 
regarding apples has developed localb 
in Rhode Island, wester Connecticut 
and portions of the southern Massachu- 
setts coast sections. In those districts 
a heavy bloom has occurred, and, in di- 
rect contrast with other localities, a 
heavy yield of fruit Is expected. There ! 
is loud and general complaint of the rav- | 
ages of forest worms in orchards. 


Potato planting has continued in the 


north. In the south first hoeing is In

Onions and the other 
small vegetables are probably in better 
shape than most crops, although growth

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Some Strange Marriage Customs. 


T 


HIS is' the season of weddings. 
May and June, the months of flow- 
ers and marriages, are the most 


beautiful ones of the year, and dur- 
ing this season the world over young 
people's fancy lightly turns to thoughts 
of love. 


All njarriages, however, do not take 


place in a church, with satin robed 
bridesmaids, ushers and best men, to 
•ay nothing of rice and wedding break- 
fasts. 


Every, nationality has its own meth- 


ods of wooing and wedding, from the 
eavages in the wilds of Africa to the 
civilized peoples of Europe and Ameri- 
M. The Indians of our own country still 


senl their sweethearts with furs, seal 
oil, candlerlsh and whale blubber. They 
do their lovcmaking, however, throuph 
the young woman's mother or some of 
the older members of her family, and at 
no time until the ceremony takes place 
are they allowed to be in each other's 
company alone. After the ceremony has 
been performed they build their place of 
abode with blocks of ice and enter the 
married state without the aid of a wed- 
ding tour. 


The young men of the Navigator's is- 


lands find it very difficult to become 
Benedicts, and especially so if the girl 
of their choice happens to be the daugh- 
ter of a man well supplied with this 


porarily—that is, if they are of the ordi- 
nary people. If they were in possession 
of large estates, their remains are cre- 
mated. The ashes are gathered togeth- 
er and placed in a small teak wood 
cheat, after which they are buried for. a 
time. The temporary graves are fonced 
in with cacti, and durable twigs are 
placed on them, so their sight will not 
be forgotten, and its tenant left undis- 
turbed on the great Karen festival of 
up digging and reburial and universal 
wedding. These feasts are as movable 
and uncertain of date as they are< seri- 
ous and obligatory. The length of the 
interim depends upon the number of 
marriageable girls and marrying men 
there are in the neighborhood or village 
at the time of the death. It has been 
known that as many as five years have 
passed before one of the strange feasts 
have taken place. 
When there are 


enough girls and marrying men, and 
not before, the day is appointed by the 
chiefs for the great funeral wedding 
day. This is the most important of all 
the ceremonies of these people, and 
great preparations are made for it. A 
large open space is selected, and a high 
platform made of bamboo sticks is con- 
structed. It is surrounded with pillars 
of bamboo and cocoanut palms. These 
are decorated with fiendish looking 
charms, flags,' rags, flowers and me- 
mentos. 


When the day arrives for the great 


their own and sometimes with the lew- 
els of their kinswomen.

Before the obsequies begin the court- 


ships are perfomed. and the mated lov- 
ers withdraw en masse to be immedi- 
ately married. The wooing men begin 
their part of the ceremonies by singing 
their proposals.

sing in response their acceptances or re- 
jections. Proposals, acceptances or re- 
jections are one and all sung in high 
toned minor key. They are attentively 
listened to and often commented upon 
by the spectators. 


After this has been concluded the 


would be bridegroom sings Jn turn a 
solo to his loved one. The spectators 
applaud and criticise the youth who 
sings, but none seems to enjoy this 
unique exhibition more than-does the 
maiden to whom he is singing. Often 
the songs are borrowed from some of 
the

drama, most of which' the Karens know 
well and have translated into their own 
tongue. 


If nothing else, the Karens are dra- 


matic, and a shy one is. Hard to find. 
While singing their love songs the men 
contrive to break them with sots and 
bedew them with tears. They do not 
all, however, succeed. 
They all try, 


and the more desperate the grief he is

carry out the traditions handed down 
to them from one generation to anoth- 
er. The young warrior, to show upon 
which dusky squaw he has placed His 
affections, returns Irom the hunt, and, 
selecting the finest of the trophies he 
has gained, takes them to the opening 
of the tepee in which his' sweetheart 
lives and leaves them for her. If his 
euit is looked upon favorably, she comes 
out of the tepee and takes care of his 
horse, after which she prepares a meal 
for her lover from some of'the choicest 
portions of the animals or game, which 
he has brought from the hunt. She 
watches beside him to see that there is 
nothing he wants-while dining, and aft- 
tr he-has finished sh« prepares his pipe 
for him and then tells her parents of 
what has happened. Their love mes- 
sages are not handed them by a uni- 
formed servant of the government, nor 
are they inclosed in daintily perfumed 
or tinted envelopes. The maiden finds 
the messages from her lover cut iii 
stones or in the bark of the trees and 
Eomejtirnes painted in grotesque figures 
on the skins that cover his tepee. 


In the far -north and the 'Land of the 


Midnight Sun the maidens show that 
they have become engaged by wearing 
In their hair white ribbons, while the 
young men who have been accepted pre- 


world's goods and a believer in keeping 
what he has under one roof. It is cus- 
tomary for the bride's parents, when a 
wedding is to take place, to provide 
both her and her husband, with house- 
hold supplies. He is also obliged to give 
liberally of his mats, rugs and pigs to 
the chiefs and head tribesmen who at- 
tend the ceremony.' In many cases, and 
especially if the young man lives in an 
adjoining village, he goes to the house 
of the girl "of his choice, and if she is 
willing they elope. Sometimes he steals 
his bride, and often with the consent of 
her parents, for in an event of that kind 
he keeps, possession of, all but his 
daughter and in most cases is willing to 
stand that loss soflong as nothing else 
goes with the* bargain. 


While some of these are strange, they 


do not compare with the wooing and 
weddings of the Karens, Theirs is the 
strangest of all, for the wedding cere- 
mony is also part of an obsequy. The 
Karens live in'the hills of Burma and 
on the borders 'of China' and are one of 
the strangest raceg of people in the 
n'orld. Their courtship's are pursued at 
funerals, and their lovemaking, be- 
trothals and obsequies.are all dealt with 
together. • 


Their mode of burial is strange.. When 


a Karen dies, he or. she is interred

the surrounding country attends. Many 
of the dead are brought from their rest- 
ing places to be reburied in some other 
part, never to be disturbed again, while 
some are only to have their first inter- 
ment. 


When everything is in readiness, the 


corpses, are brought upon the platform 
and laid on mats of fern fronds and 
white linen, which are placed in 'the 
center of the stage. The mourners are 
the first to go on the platform. They 
take their places ab the north of .It, 
while the maidens who wish to be mar- 
ried go to t?he east, and the men who are 
to be married take up a position on the 
west. The disinterested spectators go 
to the, southern end of the" platform, 
and after they have settled down the 
ceremonies begin. 


The maidens present a dazzling ap- 


pearance. 
They are dressed in their 


brightest and best and adorned with 


for rejection. The Karen maiden scorns 
a complacent wooer. To each of the 
bachelor's songs the maiden wooed an- 
swers haughtily and briefly. It is usu- 
ally in the affirmative, for the lover is 
very apt to find out where he stands in 
the affections of the maiden he would 
marry before plying his suit in so pub- 
lic a' manner. Again the maiden shows 
herself. Sometimes she says hei>4over 
"nay," though never in a point blank 
manner. She manages to let him un- 
derstand that he is not the man of her 
choice by telling him to "eat your rice 
before it finds the &>ok!ng pot." 


After the wooing songs have been 


concluded the couples who have agreed 
leave the platform and, hand in hand, 
stroll into an adjacent wood, where they 
are married. This ceremony is decidedly 
brief, and while it' is being performed 
the' older ones and the children, who 
have remained upon the platform, con- 
duct the long deferred funeral rites. 


The Human Buzzard! 


One of the familiar figures on the streets of Clenfuegos, Cuba, is a Chinese 


"loco," or harmless imbecile. .The American soldiers have nicknamed him "The 
Human Buzzard" because his habits and 'manner of livelihood are similar to 
those of the russet feathered scavengers of the'city. The Chinaman seems to 
have absolutely neither local habitation nor name. None of the citizens can 
remember any other name for him than ."El Loco." and the police say he 
never steeps in the same place a second tirne. He beds down day or night in 
any convenient hiding place. • His wardrobe is of the scantiest, and all of it is 
aboard of him. He carries about a short pole over his shoulder, a la Chinoise, 
with a vagarious lot of tin cans dangling from either end- These cast off, sar- 
dine .boxes and tomato cans constitute his commissary department. He Jives 
out of .the refuse barrels abou$ the doors' of the markets and stores or from the 
garbage dumps on the outskirts of. the city. He seems to be utterly oblivious to 
rank odors and without any revulsion from the rotteriest of food debris.

Williamstown Exercises. 


The annual service for the military 


dead of the nation was observed In this 
city Tuesday with the usual decoration 
of graves and public exercises. There 
was abundant evidence that the pub- 
lic appreciation of the solemnity of the 
peculiar observances of the day 1* by 
no means diminished, and while in this 
city the mingling of new;veterans with 
the old was not so noticeable a feature 
as in Adams, still the spirit of the les- 
sons that Northern Berkshire has, borne 
during the past ye^ar was present, to 
add impressiveness to the occasion, 
x 


There was almost ideal weather, a 


high, wind in the morning being the 
only drawback to an otherwise perfect 
day. The rain of the day before had 
kept the dust from being an. incon- 
venience, and the temperature was de- 
lightful. The crowds whowitnessed the 
parade of the morning and who visited 
the cemeteries w«re large And. that 
part of the day which was devoted to 
the Grand Army observances was fit- 
tingly can-led out in every particular. 


Those who took part ini the parade 


gathered at monument square at 9 
o'clock and the line of march was be- 
gun about 9.30, Although, there were 
fewer organizations represented than is 
sometimes the case, 
the delegations 


from these societies which did partic- 
ipate was very large, and th.e proces- 
sion was a good one. It was made up as 
follows: Chief Ke ndall and police; 
Clapp's band; Marshal Dennett and 
aids; Sons of Veterans escorting the 
veterans of the Grand Army; veterans 
of the Spanish war; float of flowers; 
speaker of the day, ministers and mem- 
bers of the city government and dis- 
abled veterans in carriages; Uniform 
Rank, Knights of Pythias; Congrega- 
tional cadets; Italian Columbian band; 
and Italian Mutual Aid society; In- 
dependent 
drum 
corps, 
Lafayette 


guards; St. Jean Baptistesociety.- There 
were only five Spanish war veterans in 
line, Harry Browne, Amide Vadnais, 
Edward Estes, Bugler Charles Stone, 
and Augustus .Wood. 


The line of march 
Mas directly 


through. Main and West Main streets 
to Hillside cemetery. At HillsiCs cem- 
etery there was prayer by Rev. J. H. 
Spencer, after which the graves of sol- 
diers 
were 
decorated 
with 
floral 


tributes in the usual manner. Taps 
were'sounded over the grave of Priv- 
ate Alderman, the only Spanish war 
soldier buried in the cemetery. 


At the call of the bugle, the proces- 


sion again formed, and returned to the 
center of the city by way of Brown and 
River street. At the" corner of Mar- 
shall street the procession, divided, a 
pa.rt going to the G. A. R- hall by way 
of Marshall and Main streets and a 
part going by way of River and Holden 
streets. 


The hall was not largely filled for the 


exercises, 
but there 
was a 
good 


.atfnfince. After a selection Wy Clapp's 
band Post Adjutant A. A. Haskins 
read the orders, and Post Chaplain'L. 
P. Fuller offered prayer. Mr. Fuller is 
87 years old, and one of the-oldest Grand 
Army men in the country. 


Rev. I. C. Smart of Pittsfield was 


then introduced as the speaker of the 
day by Commander Millard, who pre- 
sided. Mr. Smart tock for his subject 
"Praise of the i»-j,r gods," and prefaced 
his remarks by saying that he did not 
intend to touch at an upon questions 
arising from the war with Sptain and 
which are still in dispute. A full re- 
port of his address is given below.

The first part of the address was de- 


voted to showing that the period of the 
civil war cannot be understood without 
some touch of Idealism which ennobled 
the hearts of the soldiers. "The mere 
facts are not the truth any more than 
a bit of carbon is a diamond or a pinch 
of clay is a sapphire, or a few grains 
of sand are an opal. Diamonds are 
made of carbon, sapphires of clay, 
opals of sand, but the mysterious al- 
chemy of nature must first refine and 
purify the gross material. You do not 
understand Fredericksburg 
or 
Cold 


Harbor or C"hickamauga or 
Grant's 


terrible battles, or the whole war, until 
you take account of the thoughts and 
feelings" of the men who did the fight- 
ing, 
until you remfember their love of 


the union, their splendid renunciation 
of life, their undaunted courage, their 
high sense of duty. The glory of it all 
is not to be found in the facts, but in 
the hearts of brave men. The facts 
show, perhaps, what they did, but what 
they thought, what they wished, the 
attempt they made, the love they felt, 
far surpasses their achievement," 


The speaker next rapidly reviewed 


our history and sought to show the 
effect of the civil war upon the feeling 
of the national unity and the develop- 
ment of the democratic spirit. 
The 


service of the war to the feeling of na- 
tional unity was characterized in the 
following word. 


"Another leap, this time into the dark 


days before the war. 
Slavery was 


in the saddle and many sober minded 
men feared that to escape being trod- 
den under the horse's hoofs, the North 
must get out of the way. But the years 
fly through the .dark. See! there is 
Lincoln in Washington. He is presi- 
dent. Hark! a new voice, a new tone! 
'The union of these states ik perpetual. 
No state can, upon its own mere %mo- 
tion, lawfully get out of the Union.' 


"But Lincoln stood 
almost alone. 


Horace 
Greeley had been 
saying 


through the columns of the New York 
Tribune, 'If the cotton states shall de- 
cide that they can do better out of the 
Union than in it we insist on letting 
them go in peace.' Mr. Seward, too, 
thought that we could not keep the 
erring sisters. " Wendell Phillips had 
said to the people of New B'edford, 
amid hisses, 'You cannot go through 
Massachusetts and recruit men to 
bombard Charleston and New Orleans.' 
But Wendell Phillips learned 
better 


very soon. 


"Commercial dough-faces protested 


against war in the name of their sacred 
pocketbooks. Some were ready to sac- 
rifice principles and honor for an Ig- 
nominious peace. According to Hosea 
Blgelow, 
'A dastardly notion Is gittln'.. aboqt 
That our bladder Is bu»i an' the gas 


oozln' Out, 


An onless we can mennage in some way 


to stop it 


Why, 
the thing's a gone coon, an' we 
might ez wal drop It.' 


"But so far only the talkers have 


been heard from. What of the silent 
throng? What says the farm, the 
work shop, the office? What says the 
young blood of the North? What say 
the mothers and daughters? Oh, what 
a revelation that was, when, the peo- 
ple spoke above the babble of the 
talkers, ih the treafl of the seventy- 
five thousand who marched to Wash- 
ington! How the Union was entrenched 
In the hearts and wills of the silent 
throng! 


"During all that 
sultry political 


weather clouds of popular feeling were 
massing on the horizon and presently 
their 
thunders were heard, their 


lightnings flashed, and how the air 
cleared. Europe opened her eyes. The 
South learned that 
the 
North was 


something more than a hive of sting- 
less bees, incapable of lofty sentiment 
or heroic sacrifice, careless what might 
happei), so the way should be clear to 
the clover fields. The men 
on the 


watch towers of the North did not sus- 
pect how strong the sentiment was for 
an undivided nation. The issue never 
had been made before. Men did not 
know what their neighbors would do. 


"The question trembled on the lips of 


the hour, 'Shall the-Union live,' and 
the answer came back like the sound 
of many waters, from the plain, hard 
woiking, peace loving people of the 
North, 'It shall,' and it did." 


The address closed as follows: 
"It is sometimes said that democracy 


levels downwards, that it has few 
ideals, that it plods and swaggers and 
doesn't care. It isn't so, of course. New 
England literature proves it. Abra- 
ham Lincoln proves, it' The war proves 
it, setting up on the common plain of 
life a mountain of loadstone which 
draws the true m&tal of character to 
its own heights. Those we-re days whei 
, "the great appetites of honor" were 
strong.in men's hearts, when they made 
sacrifices, when they laid down theii 
lives. 


"The first year after the T.ar I at 


tended a Fourth of July celebration in 
old Fort Tionderoga, 
Soldiers were 


there in their war-worn blue; the air 
was full of something which. I felt, 
though I could not name it. Boy that 
I was I touched there in that old fort 
the hem of the garment 'of greatness 
and the virtue of the touch, I think, 
has been with me ever since. I be- 
lieve it is good for our boys, for these 
boys here, to touch that garment's hem. 
You feel the thrill of great life in the 
great hours, on the m'gh places, in. the 
heroic deeds and you feel all of these 
when y.ou touch the living mea in 
whom the electricity gathered for the 
flash and the charge. 


"And I think it is time to say—to say 


with heartier good will as ,the grac- 
ious years roll on, that the boys in, the 
South land are heirs of glory, too. It 
was, to be sure, a war for slavery. The 
constitutional question never would 
have been pressed but for slavery and 
yet when the fighting began, those men 
i-i gray felt, not in reasoned conviction 
•only, but also in the dumb, unreason- 
ing, 
dogged ways1 'of sentiment that 


they were doing battle for their homes 
and their rights. They, too, hungered 
with "the great appetites of honor." 
General Grant would not have brought 
away so much glory from Appcmatox 
Court House if General Lee had not 
brought so much to the interview. 


"Bravery in ^var is not the only hero- 


ism; 
it is not the greatest. His was 


greater -nho bade geter put up his 
sword into his shea,th, but the sym- 
bols of 
heroism 
taken 
from 
the 


battle field have the greatest charm. 
They stand out. They are brilliant. 
They strike the imagination. 
Body 


and soul agree in them, I recall such 
a symbol. Some of you remember the 
scene; some of you, it may be, saw it. 
It was Colonel Bartlott riding out 
of the woods at Port Hudson, on his 
war horse, Billy, at''the head of the 
49th regiment. He was ill; the sur- 
geons begged him. not to go, but he 
said that he must; he,went part way 
in a wagon, but when the shells began 
to fall he mounted Billy. These are 
his words: 'Soon the order came to as- 
sault. I knew just what sort of a 
place there would be to go through; 
I knew it would be almost impossible 
to get through the fallen trees even if 
I was not shot at. I knew, being the 
only officer mounted, I should be much 
more conspicuous. 
I knew that my 


chances for life were very small, but I 
had to go on horseback or not at all, 
so prayed that life and limb be spared 
and went in.' The confederate officers, 
struck by his daring, are said to have 
commanded their men not to fire on 
him. 
But before he had gone fifty 


rods a bullet wounded the heel of his 
good leg and another shattered his 
left wrist. Don't your eyes shine to 
think of it? Don't you teel that they 
shine? Why, it would create a soul 
under the ribs of death. Don't you 
feel it? Don't you? Well, .then, some- 
thing has been left out in you, that's 
all. 
The Union, love for it; the people, 


fidelity from them; the heroes, a cheer 
for them; the Union, the people, the 
heroes; those are the war gods. All 
hail to them. Hallelujah!" 


Following the address was a solo 


and chorus by a quartet, the reading of 
Lincoln's Gettysburg address by W. 
H. Dennett and the singing of America 
by the assemblage. This was followed 
by benediction,' given by Rev. W. L. 
Tenney. 
' 


This closed the formal exercises of 


the day. In the afternoon a delegation 
from the local post visited Stamford 
and deaorated the 
soldiers' 
graves 


there, and the graves in Southview' 
cemetery were also decorated In the 
morning by a delegation. In all three 
cemeteries there were nearly 200 sol- 
diers' graves decorated, including rev- 
olutionary as well as civil war veterans.

Some of the veterans of the civil war 


fear that they will be forgotten, as the 
late war has made new heroes, but this 
fear will be dispelled by a glance at 
the pages of history, where even now 
their names and deeds are recorded. 
Never, said the speaker, will we forget 
the awful suffering which was yours 
from '61 to '65. 


Neither shall we forget the men of 


'9S, who, leaving homes and all that 
was dear, went to foreign climes to 
suffer, and many of them die, in the 
cause of humanity. Cuba and Porto 
Rico are expressing their gratification 
for the change that has taker, place in 
their government. 


The leading representatives of the 


Philippine islands are anxious for the 
establishment of an American govern- 
ment, 
and 
when 
the 
self-seeking 


Aguinaldo and his followers are pre- 
vented from deceiving the people, when 
once the inhabitants become acquaint- 
ed with Uncle Sam, they will 
give 


themselves up at once and forever to 
the United States. 


Mr. Whitehouse enumerated some of 


the heroic deeds of the late war, and 
charged his hearers not to forget that, 
while much is due the 
officers, thfr 


privates helped to win the victories. 
The pride of the nation is not alone in 
her leaders, but in her citizens, of 
which our armies are- a good repre- 
resentative. Prayer was 
offered by 


Rev. W. W. Carr and then the line 
formed again and marched to the me- 
morial hall and disbanded.
